Situation Worsens 
In Lower Austria 


Vienna, July 11. 

The flood situation in Lower Austria 
worsened today and the threat spread towards 
Vienna itself, which has so far been spared. 

Today the level of the river reached about 
23 feet in the centre of the Austrian capital, and 
was expected to rise another two feet by to- 
morrow. 

From the country around the capital today came 
further reports of houses destroyed, villages cut off, 
bridges swept away and crops devastated. 


It was hoped, however, |countries. But the authorities

So far only the port installa- 
tions, and the commercial 
and industrial perimeters on 
the cutskirts have been 
flooded und evacuated.

At the samo 
tlme the 680 people encircled in 
about 60 houses near the Danube 
at Linz were given h{ghly con- 
centrated foods supplied by the 
American occupation forces 
eperating in beats, In some parts 
of the olty, dealirs bave doubled 
the prices of food. 


Latest reports established that 
the dike at Auberg was not com- 
pletely destroyed os was first 
thought.

3, 000 Vietnamese 
Families Have 


Been Expelled 


Hanoi, July 11. 

About 3,000 Vietnamese families have been 
expelled from their homes by the Vietminh in the 
recently “liberated” town of Nam Dinh in the 
south of the Red River delta, it was reported here 
today. The measure was believed to have been 
taken to make room for families moved from other 
regions of the delta occupied by the 
several years. 


Refugees recently evacuated here from the 
southern zone of the delta reported that the Viet- 
minh were now carrying out mass indoctrination 
of the populations of all the towns in the south, 
particularly Nam Dinh, Phat Diem and Lac Quan.

{eronce gave the Impression that 
the main theme of &e Vietminh 
propaganda experts was under 
riood to be based on the Genova

Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers will now have to 
gather — sooner, rather 
than later — for their most 
momentous conference since 
their decision that Jndla 
should be a republic in the 
Commonwealth, 

Dr Nkrumah = is marked 
out us # rising statesman 
of the Commonwealth, 
Much turns on what he does 
— or the way in which he 
does it. So it in vital that 
he thinks again before com- 
mitting himself to a course 
that could embarrass Bri- 
tain and cause discord over- 
seas. 

His people have | over- 
whelmingly endorsed his de- 
cared policy of demanding 
that “Britain should admit 
the Gold Coast as 1 full 
member of the Common- 
wealth.” 


Wrong Address 


Now, Britons are peneral- 
ly glad that the Gold Coast 
wants independence within 
the family and they want to

But, though Dr Nkru- 
mah's demand note is wel- 
come, that does not alter 
the fact that he's sending 
it to the wrong address.

sensua of opinion, That is the 
way things are done in the 
Commonwealth, there Is no 
velo, because there js no vot- 
jng.

kens. It has a smug sound 
as if its owner was trying 
to assume a superior status 
in provincial society. [It also 
has a muterialistic sound 
ax if the man in question 
might be a hard faced em- 
ployer. 


Let me tell you about one 
of the most discussed men 
in London who bears this 
name although none of its 
attributes. I refer to Mal- 
colm Muggeridge, the two- 
year-old Editor of Punch. 
Actually he is not an Infant 
Phenomenon. The two 
years refer to his term of 
Fditorship. 


Up to a few months ago I had 
never met him but greatly 
admired his occasional articles 
In the London Dally Telegraph. 
There was strength and there 
was even ao touch of audacity in 
his writing which seemed out 
of place in that austere journal, 
But It was not a matter of wide 
public Interest when he resigned 
from the Telegraph. In 
journalism pcople constantly 
come out from that same door 
through which they go In. 


J took Punch for many years, 
portly because it was a habit, 
partly because it was gently 
amusing, and partly because [ 
could not be bothered to cance!

HEN your partner gives 
you a “come-on” signal, it 
is usually wise.to honour his 
request.

This proposal, which will be

Sach of them would agree to 
reduce its protective customs 
duties In accurdanca with 
common standard.

For under the 
Agreement a tariff concession 
granted by one member of GATT 
to another Is autamatically ox- 
tended to all, And because it 
Is ferbldden to strengthen 
existing preferences, tariff con- 
cessions granted by the United 
Kingdom to other. countries have 
serfously reduced the value of 
preference given to Common- 
wealth exporters of the product 
concerned,

This problem would become 
even more acute if the United 
Kingdom agreed to lower its 
protective duties in accordance 
with the GATT proposal. So 
log as Opinion§ in the British 
Conservative Party remains 
strongly in favour of reviving the 
Imperial Preference system, 
thereforo, the United Kingdom 
Govertiment is unlikely to look 
kindly upon the proposal.
